Washington, August 8.—The 
national woman’s party announc- 
ed tonight that a poll of the 
Tennessee legislature on ratifi- 
cation of the federal suffrage 
amendment showed two votes 
lacking in the house and one in 
the senate.

Nashville, Tenn., August 8.—The 
Tennessee legislature will meet in 
extraordinary session tomorrow at 
noon to consider ratification of the 
federal woman suffrage amendment. 
Thirty-five states already having 
acted favorably and with ratifica-

Sary for woman suffrage to become 
throtwhout the nation, 
suffrage and anti-suffrage workers 
from all parts of the country were 
here prepared for what has been 
characterized as probably the most 
important contest a general as- 
sembly has faced #¥ince congress 
submitted ratification to the states. 
Fight to Begin Tuesday. 

Indications tonight were that 
plans ef leaders to begin considera- 
tion of ratification at the first 
day’s session probably would not 
materialize. Both houses already 
are organized and it had been pro- 
posed that after the seating of thir- 
teen new members, the governor's 
message would be received and pre- 
liminary steps toward action on the 
amendment be taken immediately. 
Governor Roberts’ call for the ses- 
sion, however, was nor issued until 
yesterday and formal notification, 
it was sald, would not be received 
by all members before tomorrow. 
It was doubted whether it would 
be possible to have a quorum in at- 
tendance tomorrow and adjourn- 


* ment until Tuesday was expected. 


Republican members will caucus 
tomorrow morning to determine 
their course and it was said their 
action would have an important 
bearing inasmuch as the party is 
represented in the senate by seven 
members and in the housg by thirty- 
four. Each republican has received 
from Will H. Hays, chairman of the 
republican national committee in 
message urging him to support rati- 
fication. 

Today's activities were featured 
by an address by Parley P. Chris- 
tensen, presidential nominee of the 
farmer-labor party, who spoke in 
favor of ratification at a meeting 
ef the trades and labor council. 


Numerous conferences of suffrage 
and legislators also were held, the 
workers Seeking pledges of #up- 


port. ; 
Outcome Is Uncertain. 

Warious leaders of both factions 
were claiming victory, but in many 
quarters there was a disposition to 
regard the outcome as uncertain at 
this time. Suffrage leaders pointed 
out that the legislaure in regular 
session last year granted préesiden- 
tial and municipal suffrage to the 
women of the state. The vote in 
favor of this legislation was a bare 
constitutional majority in the sen- 
ate and a majority of five in the 
house, seventeen of thirty-three 
members of the senate and fifty- 
four of the ninety-nine _members

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Posing as Marshal, 
Ryan Is Accused 
Of Kidnaping Girl 


Alleged He Brought Girl 
to Atlanta in Auto. 
Ryan Captured After 
Chase of 15 Months. 


Knoxville, Tenn. August 8— 
Thomas Ryan, a former lieutenant 
in the tank ,corps of the United 
States army, and who is under in- 
dictment in Chattanooga for im- 
perzonating,a deputy United States 
marshal, has just been captured by 
special agents of the department of 
justice at Charlevoix, Mich. and 
returned to the United States mar- 
shal at Knoxville after a chase last- 
ing fiftéen months. He gave bond 
in the sum of $6,000 for his appear- 
ance at the November term of fed- 
eral court at Chattanooga, when 
the case will come up for trial. 

In the indictments against Ryan 
he is charged with impersonating 
a deputy United States marshal and, 
by means of fake habeas corpus 
corpus writs claimed to have been 
issued from the federal court, kid- 
naping a little girl in Bradley 
county, Tennessee, and taking her 
in an automobile to Atlanta. He is 
indicted jointly with Alice Stans- 
bury, S. R. Stansbury, Fred Milter 
and J. D. Craddock. Government 
officers stated that on May 30, 1919, 
Ryan, in company with Alice Stans- 
bury, Miller and Craddock, left 
Chattanooga in an automobile and 
drove to the farm of Thomas Swof-

ford, near the Georgia line, in 
Bradley county, Tennessee, and 
claimed that Miller and Ryan were 
deputv United States marshais with 
a court order from Federal Judge 
E. T. Sarford to produce before him 
at Chattanooga Swofford’s adopted. 
daughter, Myrtle Irene Swofford, 
who was the daughter of Alice 
Stansbury. ' 

It was stated that a number of 


years ago Alice Sansbury, upon se- 


curing: a divorce from her husband, 
gave her youngest daughter, Myftle 


Irene, to Thomas Swofford and wife. * 


In’ the divorce decree the custody 
of this child was given to Mr. and 


Mrs. Swofford, and they thereafter 
legally adopted her in Bradley 
county court. 

A number of years afterwards her 
mother, Alice Stanslury, attempted 
to regain possession of the little 
girl and instituted two proceedings 
in the state courts of Bradley coun- 
ty, in each of which she was un- 
successful; that Alice Stansbury 
and her brother, S. R. Stansbury, of- 
fered Mr. Swofford $1,000 to sur- 
render the cnild, who was then 12 
years old, but, owing to the affec- 
tion of himself and his wife for the 
little girl, he declined. Legal pro- 
ceedir.gs for recovery of the child 
later were made, but.proved unsuc- 


cessful, and the abduction followed.

Reed Urged Cox 
To Change Stand 
About the League 


But Missouri Senator 
Failed—Reed Says the 
League Covenant Has 
Been Riddled--Not Like- 
ly to Bolt. 


Dayton, Ohio, August $.— United 
News.)—The first and outstanding 
reaction of Governor Cox’s speech 
of accéptance is that Senator James 
A. Reed, of Missouri, who was here 
for the ceremonies, is opposed to 
the nominee’s position on the league 
of nations covenant. 

Interest here centered in what the 
future course of Reed will be. He 


declined to comment directly on the | 
governor’s speech or whether he 
would bolt the party because of his 
divergent opinion on the _ treaty 
which Cox made the main issue of 
the gampaign. 

“Whatever action I take will be 
taken after full deliberation,” he 
said, adding that he proposed to 
read the speech several times with- 
ing the next week, and might make 
a statement thereafter. He left for 
Kansas City tonight. Those close to 
Cox and Reed do not believe he 
will leave the party, but admitted 
that the two were far from being 


“as one” and that the Senator 
probably would not actively sup- 
port the nominee. Reed, it was 
learned, held a long conf2rence with 
Cox, shortly before he delivered his 
speech of acceptance and urged the 
KOvernor to cnange his league po- 
Sition. The senator insisted that, 
despite Cox’s refusal._to share his 
ee he held high admiration for 

m, 

Reed, in a statement today, clear- 
ly indicated that his views on the 
league were rather far from those 
of the nominee. He said: “It now 
seems plain that nobody is in fa- 
vor of the league covenant as it 
was brought here and presented to 
the senate. Everybody admits it has 
to be changed. The truth is, it has 
been literally shot full of holes. 
Nobody dare any longer sponsor it 
as presented. Some are in favor 
of one change; some are in favor 
of fifteen or twenty changes: some 
are against it altogether, but_no- 
body fs willing to take it without 
some changes. 

“Bvidently we are mania’ fine 
progress. he longer it is discuss- 
ed the more changes the people fa- 
vor. The;critics of the leagues have 
been vindicated.” 

Senators Pomerene and Reed con- 
ferred and agreed to accept the suge- 
restion of Senator Kenyon that the 
senatorial campaign expenditures 
committee be reconvened August 18, 
at Chicago, to investigate the war 
chests of both parties. 


MARINES IN RIOT 
AT REVERE BEACH 


They Attack Police—Fed- 
eral Troops Called and 
Bayonets Used to Clear 
Beach—Several Persons 


Wounded. 


Revere, Mass., August 8.—Federal 
troops from Fort Banks were rush- 
ed to Revere Beach tonight after a 
crowd of sailors and marines had 
attacked a police station after mob- 
bing a Metropolitan Park police of- 
ficer who had attempted to arrest 
a sailor on a charge of drunken- 
ness. 

While thousands of Sunday: night 
Ppleasure-seekers looked on,. the 
| sallors and marines, joined by a 
few soldiers and numbering more 
than four hundred, took the pris- 
oner from the officer and then gave 
battle to other members of the 
force. Some of them seized rifles 
from nearby shooting galleries and 
opened fire on the police. station. 
The police returned the fire with 
revolvers and shotguns. Five sai- 
lors were seriously wounded and 
there were many minor injuries. 

Help was summoged from Fort 
Banks, the Chelsea police and the 
Boston navy yard. A detachment 
of 300 soldiers from Fort Banks 
Was hurried to the scene and pro- 
ceeded, with fixed bayonets, to clear 
the beach, The police estimated the 
crowd at the beach at the time of 
the rioting to be 100,000. 

Orders were given that every sail- 
lor in Revere was to be arrested. 
Late tonight more than 100 had 
been placed under arrest, and the 
authorities seemed to have gained 
control of the situation. , 

Several patrolmen were injured \in 
the fighting, none sériously. The 
beach is under the control of the 
Metropolitan distriét commission 
and is patrolled by the commission's 
police force. , 

Most of the minor injuries to po- 
licemen and bystanders were caused 
by flying stones when the mob hurl- 
ed missiles at the police station. 
‘The windows were smashed and 
much of the furniture 
atation was broken. 

The excitement among the on- 
lookers was intense, especially 
when the officers fired yolleys over 
their heads in an effort to frighten 
away their attackers. Women and 
Sirls screamed and some of them 
fainted in the crush as the throng 
pressed close to watch the battle. It 
was more than Tie hours before 
the soldiers an Olice, assisted by 
naval provost guards, succeeded in 
driving away the throng of cu- 
rious. The police station was filled 
with prisoners and many more were 
lined up outside under, guard.

The house committee of the 
Lambs’ club tonight issued a state- 
ment saying that,. except for the 
office, the club was closed at the 
hour Slavin was said to have been 
injured, and that he must have re- 
ceived his injury after leaving the 
place. An investigation into reports 
of a disturbance at the club will be 
started tomorrow, it was stated.

Soviet - Soldiers 
Regard the War 
As a Great Lark 


That Is View of U. S. Ser- 
geant Cox, Who Was 
Captured by Russians. 
Red Troops Like Boys 


Going to Picnic. 


Warsaw, August 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Sergeant William 
Cook, of Fay, OKla., a member of 
the American typhus expedition, 
who was captured three weeks ago 
by the Russian bolshevik when they 
entered Minsk, has arrived here, 
having been released by soviet au- 
thorities. Following his release he 
went to Vilna and thence to Riga, 
where he joined a Red Cross courier 
coming to Warsaw. 

“Soldiers in the bolShevik army,” 
he said today, “are all eager to 
reach Warsaw, as they believe the 
war will end‘if the Polish capital 
is taken. There igs not much talk, 
however, about entering Warsaw, 
and some of the bolsheviki appar- 
ently do not care whether the war 
ends. Many of them are young fel- 
lows who look upon war as a great 
lark.”’ . 

Plenty of Munitions. 
The. soviet army has plenty of 


soldiers, rifles, machine guns and 
‘ammunition, Cook says, but he did 


not see any artillery excepting six 
cannon captured from the Poles. 
The bolsheviki, however, had no 
shells for these guns. He saw many 
American automobiles and motor- 


off, | cycles being used by the soviet sol- 


diers, and remarked that the bol- 
sheviki are fairly well fed, having 
lived off the ‘country they have 
taken from the Poles. Little discip- 
line prevails in the bolshevik army, 
he declares, but although there is 
no saluting officers are respected 
by the men. 

While on the march the bolsheviki 
reminded Cook of a crowd of Amer- 
ican farm boys going to a picnic, 
as they made no effort to preserve 
formation and straggled along the 
roads in little groups. Some would 
be on one side of the highway and 
some on the other, while others 
would be geen scattered through 
the fields. Whenever they desired, 
groups would sit down to rest. 

Cook, who fought in the American 
ranks at Cantigny during the early 
summer campaign of 1918 and par- 
ticipated in the Marne-Aisne offen- 
sive and also in the battle of the 
Argonne, was capture when he re- 
mained with the anti-t vere train 
at Minsk in the hope of being able 
to bring it out of the city before the 
bolsheviki arrived.

“A leadership which woujd dis- 
tort these outstanding facts as Gov- 
ernor Cox has done,” it continued, 
“will hardly command confidence 
when the country turns attention tu 
the problem of our fiscal future.” 

The Republican Statement. 

The statement given out over the 
Signature of “Senator Harding's 
headquarters” was as follows: 

“Governor Cox’s acceptance ad- 
dress will not fail to please his po 
litical opponents, republicans and 
cemocrats alike, who are convinced 
that the country’s most immediate 
task is to get its business adminis 
tration into the hands. of people 
competent to take care of it, and 
get its international relations into 
the contro] of men who are Ameri- 
cans, first, rather than internation- 
alists. 

“The speech is a curious mixture 
of errors and misstatements as to 
facts so well Known that mere ut- 
terance can cause nothing less than 
amazement. 

“Thus on the subject of govern- 


ment expenses Governor Cox said:

mistice, measures to modify onerous 
and annoying taxation should have 
been taken and the republican con- 
gress ... has not made a single ef- 
fort or passed a single law to lift 
from the American people a load of 
war taxation that cannot be tolerat- 
ed in a time of peace. Federal taxa- 
tion must be heavily reducedgand it 
will be done at once if a democratic 
administration is chosen in’ Novem- 
ber.’ 

“The foregoing is far from re- 
corded facts. The 66th congress in 
a little more than a year of its ex- 
istence, reduced the country's taxes 
by $2,414,115,144.13. That is, it ap- 
propriated that much less than the 
amount which the democratic ad- 
ministration demanded should . be 
appointed. 

“The democratic 65th comgress 
died March 4, 1919. It had failed 
to pass many of the appropriation 
bills. Its task was turned over to 
the incoming republican congress.

STEPS BEING TAKEN

Terms of Armistice 
Proposed to Russia 
By British Premier 


London, August 8—(By the 
Associated Press.)—-The memo- 
randum presented to the Rus- 
sian emissaries by Premier Lloyd 
George last Friday proposed a 
truce to run from midnight of 
August 9-10 on these conditions: 

First: The Poles’ to refrain 
from re-equipping their armies 
and moving troops and muni- 
tions and the soviet to refrain 
from strengthening their front.

Third: Soviet representatives 
to be stationed at Danzig or any 
other point to see that the terms 
were carried out, on e condi- 
tion that they refrain from 
propaganca. 

Fourth: The Russian and 
Polish delegates to meet to de- 
fine lines between the armies 
and to arrange armistice con- | 
ditions.

This was learned from an official 
source tonight following an an- 
nouncement at the. conference be- 
tween Premier Lloyd-George of 
Great Britain and Premier Millerand 
of France, held today to discuss 
the Polish situation, that the con- 
ference would continue tomorrow, 
when the premiers will pass upon 
naval, military and economic plans 
for saving Poland. These plans are 
being drawn up tonight by Marshal 
‘Foch and Field Marshal Sir Henry 
Wilson, chief of the British im - 
perial staff. 

These were the outstanding de- 
velopments of the day, and follow- 
ed an official announcement that 
the soviet government had defintte- 
ly refused a ten days’ truce, re- 
quested by Mr. Lloyd-George as a 
result of Friday’s meeting with the 
Russian mission headed by M. 
Kameneff and M. Krassin. 

While there has been no talk of 
officially declaring war on Russia. 
the allies have decided to give Po- 
land all rossible naval, military and 
economic assistance without delay.

The French are urging the estab- 
lishment of a defensive line in Po- 
land either before Warsaw «or im- 
mediately behind the capital if it is 
too late now for the former.

Millerand also proposed that ‘the 
French and British troops in the 
plebiscite areas be used for this 
line, chiefly for moral support, and 
that Rumania and Czecho-Slovakia 
also be asked to send troops. 

Warning to Germany. * 

At the close of the conference, 
which lasted until after 8 o'clock 
this evening, M. Millerand pf@sent- 
ed for the approval of the British 
delegates a declaration he had 
drafted. The substance of this con- 
stituted a warning to Germany that 
if an attempt is made in any way 
to co-operate with the bolshevikl, 
an army of the allies will occupy 
the Ruhr region and other pointe 
in Germany territory. Mr. Lloyd- 
George has not yet indicated hfs 
approval of the declaration, but 
French circles believe he will _agee 
to it, and the warning will be con- 
veyed to Germany either directly 
or by an allied declaration. 

Further details of the meeting in 
London Friday between the bolshe- 
viki representatives and Mr. Lloyd- 
George were learned tonight by the 
Associated Press.

While the bolshevik refusal of a 
truce is said not to be final, and 
there was mention of some counter 
proposal, the premiers, decided to 
complete all plans for Poland's as- 
sistance and then to wait a final 
reply from Moscow. 

Atter the arrival of the French 
party at Lympne, a cordon was 
thrown’ around the residence of Sir 
Phillip Sassoon. The approach of 
the newspaper men was the signal 
for a mobilization of the detective 
forces. 

A last-minute decision to include 
Arthur J. Balfour in today’s meet- 
ing came‘as a surprise to British 
and French circles, and was the 
cause of much speculation. The ac- 
cepted view was that Mr. Lioyd- 
George desired to avail himself. of 
the mature experience .of a states- 
man such as Mr. Balfour in the 
Present crisis, the acuteness of 
which there is no attempt to mini- 
mize in either the French or the 
British delegation. 

In the event of a final break in 
the negotiations with the Moscow 
government, it is believed France 
will bear the burden of land aid, 
Britain will assume 
full rc sponsibility for the imposi- 
tion of the blockade. 

Navy Ready to Bleckade. 

London, August 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—If it is decided to 
reimpose the blockade of Russia, 
the blockade can be made effective 
within a few hours, as far as the 
British navy is concerned, and upon 
the British navy will fall the bulk 
of the work.

Robert Williams, 
addressing a demonstration at New- 
castle, prophesied that British in- 
tervention on behalf of the Poles 
against Russia would lead to es- 
tablishment of soviets in England 
within a year.

Working on Defenses. 

Thousands of men are working on 

Warsaw’s defenses on the east bank

The task of repairing Warsaw’s 
largest and finest bridge, which 
Was destroyed by the Russians in 
1915, has ceased, There are two 
other bridges over the Vistula. One 
of these is used exclusively by the 
railroads. The other, which takes 
care of vehicular traffic, was crowd- 
ed today with peasants coming in 
from the east. They were on foot, 
dragging or pushing carts or leading 
horses pulling wagons of every de- 
scription, which were piled high 
with households goods of the refu- 
gees. Praga. a suburb on the east 
bank of the Vistula, was filled with 
refugees, and lines of vehicles, 
reaching for miles along the Praga 
highway, were to be seen awaiting 
their turn to join the stream of 
traffic across the single bride lead- 
ing into tyre center of. Warsaw's 
oldest district. 

The refugees are not permitted to

| Communist Plot. 

A plot, believed to have been of 
communist origin, and designed to 
blow up general army headquarters, 
has been discovered in Warsaw. 
Many persons have been arrested 
and great quantities of ammunition 
confiscated in the old Russian ca- 


thedral, which is situated just 
across the street from the army 
offices. 

The arms Were found in the 
basement of the church. Here, also, 
was discovered a tunnel, nearly 
complete, which was being dug un- 
der the street toward army head- 
quarters. The finding of the tun- 
nel and the arms came as a result 
of sentries at headquarters durin 
the night hearing the thump of stee 
= the earth beneath their 
eet. 

Headquarters is only 100 feet 
from the cathedral, which stands 
in the center of the city of Warsaw. 
It was built by he Russians. Since 
the Germans left Warsaw the ca- 
thedral has been used asa garrison, 
as well as for all military masses 
and funerals. 

A number of communists had 
been arrested during the past few 
days. In their possession were 
found complete plans of the city, 
with government buildings marked 
in red ink. Since the finding of the 
arms and the tunnel, hundreds of 
arrests have been made. 

Police to Go te Front. 


The entire police force of War- 
Saw, one thousand strong, armed 
with new English rifles, has left 
for the front. Their places as 
guardians of the peace in the cap- 
ital are being taken by men too old 
to fight. 

Among the volunteers who have 
gone to the front is Stanislas Patek, 
former minister of foreign affairs. 
He enlisted as a priv@te in the 
cavalry. 

Warsaw is a beehive of activity. 
Supplies for the artillery, cavalry 
and infantry constantly are moving 
through the streets toward the 
front. The population believes that 
a great battle is to be fought on 
a iine selected by the general staff 
which will settle the fate of the 
city 

Bolshevik aviators flying over the 
Polish lines have scattered broad- 
cast propaganda pamphlets signed 
by Felix Dzirsynski, president of 
the revolutionary committee in 
Poland, saying, “Make your officers 
prisoners and let us jointly march 
on Warsaw.” 

The Poles are appealed to in the 
pamphlets to wipe out the arts- 
tocracy and make Poland a great 
communist country. The parnphlets 
declare that the bolshevik! are 
maching on Warsaw with the best 
motives—to save the country from 
the land owners’ rule.

priations aggregating $6,334,312,- 
929.46. Instead of granting this 
amount, which was insisted upon 
with all vehemence by the various 
democratic departments, this ses-

June, 1920, the aggregate saving 
effected by the substitution of a

A lead- 
ership which would distort . these 
outstanding facts as Governor Cox 
has done will hardly command con- 
fidence when the country turns at- 
tention to the problem of our fiscal 
future. 

Cox’s Views on Taxation. 

“The discussion of taxation in the 
democratic nominee’s address is 
about equally sound and reliable. 
‘Annoying consumption taxes,’ he 
says, ‘once willingly borne, now 
unjustified, should be repealed.’ And 
in the very next paragraph: 

“*Il suggest a small tax, probably 
one and one-half per cent, on the 
total business of every going con- 
cern.’ 

“Thus the governor is found in 
One paragraph to oppose consump- 
tion taxes, and in the next to fa- 
vor their adoption on a universal] 
scale. 

“Governor Cox’s discussion of 
revenue and taxtion will demon- 
strate to any modestly informed per- 
son that he has no program what- 
ever, except to appeal for the sup- 
port of people who want somebody 
else to pay the taxes. There is no 
‘way of accomplishing that. We 
might as well assume that the man 
who pays rent for a property pays 
no taxes, aS to accept the fallacious 
theory of which Governor Cox Says 
he would manage government 
finances. 

‘In his discussion of international] 
affairs, Governor Cox is particular 
ly bitter against the senate major- 
ity that insisted on Americanizing 
the president’s covenant for a 
league of nations. He drops in a 
word of apology to save the feel- 
ings of the 23 demacratic senators 
who went on record in favor of the 
Lodge reservations. But he assum- 
ed, nevertheless, that the senate at- 
tempted to subvert, and did subver’t, 
the wish and purpose of the Ameri- 
can people in preventing ratifica- 
tion of the president's league. : 

“On that issue the republican par- 
ty is ready to join battle before the 
country. Barely less than half the 
democratic senators, plus all the re- 
publican senators, supported the 
Lodge reservations. Republicans 
and democrats stood shoulder t>5 
shoulder for the protecticn of 
American independence and inter- 
es*s. The senate, in a patriotic and 
unpartisan consideration, did a 
great service to the nation and to 
the world. The republican party is 
proud and confident as it goes be- 
fore the country on that record.” 


STRIKERS AT DENVER 
REFUSE TO RETURN 


Denver, Colo., August 8.—Striking 
trainmen of the Denver Tramway 
company at a mass meeting today 
declined. to return to work until 
company officials meet their de- 
mands that they be allowed to re- 
Sume their duties in a body and 
discharge the strikebreakers. The 
company has refused to treat with 
the union. 

No formal vote was taken at the 
meeting on the question of contin- 
uance or cessation of the strike. 
By acclamation the men accepted 
a suggestion of their leaders that

POLISH COLLAPSE 
SFEMS COMPLETE 


Well as Military Catas- 
trophe—Soviet Regime 
May Be Proclaimed. 


sociated Press.)—The situation in 


Poland has developed into a mili- 
tary catastrophe~ and there is a 
complete internal collapse, says a 
dispatch to The Cologné Gazette 
from Warsaw. 

The French military authorities, 
the dispatch continues, are report- 
ed to have hastily approached the 
German consulate for passports for 
all members of the French mission. 
The German clerical forces were 
unable to issue the passports speed- 
ily enough, so three French majors 


joined the staff to expedite the 
work. 

Poland’s one military hope—Hal- 
army—is proving 
a disappointment, notwithstanding 
the fact that it made heroic ef- 
forts té stem the onrush on the 
northern front, during the course 
of which it sustained heavy losses. 

It is added by the correspondent 
that there is serious friction be- 
tween the French general, Wey- 
gand’s, staff. and the Polish mili- 
tary leaders, which has resulted in 
hopeless confusion in the carrying 
out of orders in the fighting zone. 

What remains of the shattered 
volunteer army which was repulsed 
along the Bug river are returning 
without arm or equipment in squads 
of from twenty to forty. 

Preparations have been made to 
blow up both of the principal Vis- 
tula river bridges. All river traf- 
fic has been prohibited under 
threat of death. The food shops 
of Warsaw have been stormed. The 
Ghetto district is being given spe- 
cial protection, owing to the anti- 
Semetic sentiment prevalent in the 
city. 

The correspondent says a co-or- 
dinate Polish government has 
ceased to exist. The finance min- 
istry was the first to leace. Presi- 
dent Pilsudski is reported to have 
said that he preferred death on the 
battlefield to seeing Poland’s down- 
fall. 

The prévailing internal confu- 
sion, according to the correspond- 
ent, is yn i of the proclama- 
tion of a soviet republic in the next 
few days. Bolshevik propagandists 
have been busy in the suburbs for 
the past week, unmolested. 

Incoming trains are: reported to 
be jammed with armed deserters. 
Three hundred deserting officers 
were placed on trial Wednesday. Of 
these twenty-three were executed. 

A pamphlet signed “A_ Soviet 
Soldier,” circulated in Warsaw, 
calls on the proletariat to join “our 
Russian brethren.”

IT'S SMUG HYPOCRISY, 
CNS SPEECH TERME 


Nashville, Tenn., August 8.—“‘A 
promise of four more years of Wil- 
sonic hypocrisy is all I can get out 
of the speech of acceptance of Gov- 
ernor Cox,” said Patley P. Christen- 
sen, farmer-labor candidate for 
president, in a formal statement 
here tonight. 

“The Cox speech,” Mr. Christensen 


said, “completes the conspiracy by 
the republican and democratic 
bosses to blind the people to their 
real interests by setting up the dead 
league of nations as the paramount 
issue of the campaign. 

“I make the prediction that the 
-present critical '‘Kuropean situation 
will result in what amounts to a 
new peace conference that will 
scrap the treaty of Versailles.

FEDERAL ROAD BUILDING 
MAKES GREAT SHOWING 


Washington, August 8.—Rbdad op- 
erations under the federal aid road 
act thus far initiated aggregate in 
length nine times the distance from 
New York to San Francisco, ac- 
cording to the summary given to- 


ot the bureau of public roads, in 
the department of agriculture. 

The tederal government’s share in 
this undertaking is greater than the 
cost of the Panama canal, MacDon- 
ald said. Federal co-operation with 
states is carried out on an approx- 
imated ‘50-50”" basis. 

“Second only in importance to the 
size of 7 present road bujlding 
program~is the excellence o the 
character cf the roads being Built,” 
it was said. “Sixty per cent ef the 
total allotment of federal. funds 
which has been approved to date 
will be spent for roads of such dur- 
able types as bituminous concrete, 
Portland cement concrete and vitri- 
fied brick. These roads when. built 
will increase by 7,600 miles the to- 
tal of 14,400 miles of roads of’ this 
class which existed in the United 
States before the federal aid road 
law was passed, But these figures 
by no means represent the total 
mileage affected. 

Projects Approved. 

“Up to June 30, 1920, 2,985 
ects involving a total of 29,519 Aniles 
of road had been approved. The 
preliminary estimate of the cost of 
these products is appreximately 
$384,900,000, of which approximate- 
ly $163,841,000 will be approved as 
federal aid. On the same date 2,116 
projects representing approximately 
15,944 miles had either been com- 
pleted or were under construction. 
The estimated total cost of these 
projects in various stages of con- 
struction and completed is $200,- 
000,000. The total cost of federal!) 
aid work approved by the secretary 
in the 19 months subsequent to the 
signing of the armistice and prior 
to July 1, 1920, which is approxi- 
mately $330,000,000, exceeded by 
$63,000,000, the cost of all road and 
bridge work done by states 
counties in this country in 1915. 
The value of tre work completed 
during that period amounted te 
$60,000,000, a rate of construction 
equaling that of the Panama canal. 

Handicap te Buslding. 

A present serious handicap 
road building is found in the car 
shortage, according to officials. It 
has been impossible to obtain 
Muipment and supplies for road 
building in many instances. 

One of the far-reaching results 
directly attributable to the adop- 
tion of the federal aid program has 
been the creation of adequate state 
highway departments. 

The insistence of the government 
upon the construction of federal sid 
roads under the supervision of en- 
gineers of the state departments 
has resulted in placing a much larg- 
er proportion of road work under 
skilled direction. This year state 
departments will exercise controi 
over fully 80° per cent of the large 
sums that will be spent for rodd 
building.

FARM BUREAUS. 

The Georgia Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation is engaged in promoting 
a commendable movement in the 
direction of rural happiness and 
prosperity in this state, and one 
that. deserves the hearty co-opera- 
tion and support of Georgia farm- 
ers, business men and citizens gen- 
erally. 

This organization is only a unit 
of the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, which embraces twenty- 
eight states and has a membership 
of more than 700,000 farmers and 
farm women. The national organ- 
ization has a budget of $200,000 for 
expenditure, through its bureaus in 
Washington and its several sub- 
sidiary distribution centers, in be- 
half of better farm living condi- 
tions and in the interests of farm- 
ers generally. \ 

The parent federation is divided 
into state units, which are them- 
selves divided into county units; 
and it is essentially “an organiza- 
tion of farmers, for farmers, and 
officered by farmers.” 

It has a number of the leading 
agriculturists of the country in 
charge of its various bureaus, such, 
for example, as the™”bureau of 
transportation, rail and water; the 
bureau of trades relations with for- 
eign countries; the bureau of dis- 
tribution for farm products;~ the 
bureau of statistics to determine 
supply and demand; a bureau for 
studying co-operative methods 
among farmers, and a legislative 
bureau which has to do with mat- 
ters of national legislation which 
affect farming and farmers. 

The present movement in Geor- 
gia, officially designated as a 
“farm bureau campaign,” is being 
promoted through a series of 
meetings at which the leading 
speakers and demonstrators are J. 
W. Coverdale, secretary of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, 
Chicago; James W. Morton, presi- 
dent of Georgia Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration; J. Phil Campbell, direc- 
tor of extension work for Georgia, 
and Mrs. Bessie S. Wood, super- 
visor of home demonstration work. 

This is a state-wide campaign, 
the itinerary including Athens, 
Cartersville, Newnan, Covington, 
Milledgeville, Metter, Fitzgerald, 
Thomasville and Vienna, the final 
meeting, at Vienna, to be held on 
August 12. 

The purpose of it is to increase 
interest in the principle of the bu- 
reau federation idea, to establish 
new county units—of which there 
are already 56 in this state—and 
to impress upon the farmers and 
business men of Georgia a realiza- 
tion of the significance of this 
movement as offering a great field 
for helpful, constructive service to 
the people. 

It is in the interest of better 
farming, better rural life condi- 
tions; and any movement directed 
to such an end should be encour- 
aged.

ble, not only to the democratic sen- 
ators—exeept Reed, of Missourt; 
Smith of Georgia; Gore, of OKla- 
homa; Shieds, of Tennessee, and one 
or two others who joined with the 
republicans to crucify the instru- 
ment—but also to President Wil- 
son, as he repeatedly stated, was 
regarded as the paramount issue 
in the pronouncements of both of 
these candidates.

Lodge republican faction to “emas- 
culate” the treaty, as Governor 
Cox terms it, with a number of

reservations to nullify it; that is, 
to destroy it by a process no less 
effective than the process of the 
“irreconcilables,.” such as Borah, 
Johnson and Reed, of the senate, 
supported from the outside by such 
layman “irreconcilables” as Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst and Thomas 
E. Watson. 

By this move of a handful of 
democratic—“poison squad,” as 
Senator John Sharp Williams called 
them—insurgents, the treaty failed 
of ratification. 

Had the democrats stood solidly 
for ratification with interpretative 
reservations, the treaty would have 
been adopted, and the peace of 
America long since fundamentally 
established. 

Following this, Senator Smith 


entered a campaign in Georgia in 
April. 1920, and spoke against the

Builds Own Home 
In Order to Reduce 
Living Expenses 


Because rents are so high Thomas 
Brass, master sergeant in the signal 
corps of the army, 1s building his 
house with his own hands at the 
Georgia School of Technology, 
where he is in charge of the signal 
corps unit of the R. O. F. C. 

Brass is detailed to Tech for four 
years. In two and one-half years, 
however, he will have served his 
thirty years’ enlistment in the army 
and may retire on full pay. Thus, it 
would seem he is foolish to build 
a house at his post when he may 
give it up within two years after 
its completion. But, figure it his 
way. 

“My rent has been $50 a month, 
he says. “September it jumps to 
$65. If I pay $65 a month for the 
next two years I put out more than 
$1,500, and there may be another 
raise next September. I can build 
my house for $600 at a minimum. 
which is a clear saving of $900.” 

The $600 is the cost of materials 
to Brass. He is furnishing his own 
labor and the board of trustees of 
Tech agreed to let him have the 
ground, a vacant space near the 
campus, free. They would have 


' given him a room in the Tech plant 


but there are no rooms to be had. 
Brass is building his home aftr 
hours jin the afternoon and before 
he begins work in the worning. It 
will consist of two rooms, living 
and dining room and kitchen, and a 
bath, and he hopes to have it fin- 
ished by September 1. An expert 
carpenter, he igs also an electrician, 
and will equip his little home with 


. electric range and other up-to-date

Georgia Tobacco Crop 
Yields $245 an Acre, 
According to Estimate 


Augusta, August 8.—(Special.)— 
The Georgia and Florida railroad is- 
Sued a statement here today on to- 
bacco growing along the line of that 
road which is attracting a great 
deal of attention. General Man- 
ager D. F. Kirkland says that to- 
bacco culture has just been begun 
along his line, and predicts that the 
crop of next season will more than 
double that of this year, and that 
the industry is destined to become 
the principal one of the farms along 
the line of the road between here 
and Madison, Fla. 

Tobacco markets have been con- 
ducted at Douglas, Nashville, Vida- 
lia and Valdosta. There have been 
large crowds, active trading and 
very satisfactory prices. The farm- 
ers appear to have “caught on” to 
the growing of the crop. very 
quickly, and they have begun to 
have great faith in it. 

It is estimated that this year the 
acreages in the Georgia and Flor- |! 
ida counties have been: Berrien' 
county, 2,000; Coffee county, 4,000; 
Jeff Davis, 750: Lowndes, 600; 
Toombs, 1,000; Emanuel, 300; Mont- 
gomery, 400; Burke, 400; Jefferson 
county, 60. The total crop is 9,460 
acres. The yield is about 700) 
pounds to the acre, or about 6,- 
662,000 pounds, worth about $2,317,- 
000. The money yield per acre has 
been about $245. Mr. Kirkland 
said the land in this section is es- 
pecially adapted to tobacco.

WILL PRESS THE FIGHT ° 
FOR LONG MEMORIAL 


That the effort to erect suitable 
memorials in the hall of fame in 
the capitol at Washington to the 


late Dr. Crawford W. Long, dis- 
coverer of ether anaesthesia, and the 
late Alexander . Stephens, dis- 
tinguished Georgian and statesman, 
hau not been adandoned was made 
clear by Dr. Garnett W. WQuillian, 
chairman of the statuary commit- 
tee from the Georgia Medical asso- 
ciation, on yesterday afternoon. 

The resolution making an appro- 
priation for this purpose was laid 
on the table in the house on Sat- 
urday. When asked: as to the next 
move of his committee, Dr. Quil- 
lian stated that the measure was 
considered by a cOmparatively small 
attendance of the house of repre- 
sentatives, that many friends of the 
resolution were absent and that a 
special effort would be made to 
have the bill taken from the table, 
put on itS Passage early Monday, 
and that if the measure did pass the 
house it then could be immediately 
transmitted to the senate and vould 
be passed at this session. 

A personal letter has been ad- 
dressed to every member of the 
house of representatives. In this 
letter the chairman of the special 
committee from the Georgia State 
Medical association pledges this as- 
sociation to raise by private sub- 
Scription an amount to supplement 
the $10,000 called for in the bill, 
sufficient with which to erect both 
memorials, in the event the sum of 
$10,000 ‘should prove to be inade- 
quate. 

The letter follows in full: 

Member of House of Representatives. 

Dear Sir: The committee on appropria- 
tions of your hcuse has reported favorably 
a substitute bill making an appropriation 
to erect in the Hall of Fame at Washing- 
ton, D. C., two memorials, one for the late 
Dr. Crawford W. Long, discoverer of ether 
anaesthesia, and the other for the late 
Alexander H. Stephens, distinguished Geor- 
sian, heretofore designated for this distinc- 
tion. 


The National Statuary hall in the capi- 
tol at Washington was created in 1864, and 
at that time every state in the union was 


invited to erect statues to each of two of 
her most distinguished sons. With the ex- 
ception of seventeen every state in the union | 
has taken advantage of this opportunity, | 
and Georgia is conspicuous by being® num- | 
bered ameng the delinquents. 

Surely our own beloved commonwealth is | 
not ungrateful to its distinguished sons, nor | 
unmindful of its obligations. 

While the times in which we live and 
the condition of the treasury of our state 
may demand the strictest economy, can you 
imagine an ebject to which the sum of 
$10,000 could be devoted with purer or more 
exalted motives, or one more likely to be 
cordially greeted by the patriotic and ap- 
preciative heart of the state?

Long was made, and Governor Dorsey pledg- 
ed to sign the bill when passed, there will 
never be a more appropriate nor auspicious 
time in which to pay this obligation.

SAVE OUR WATER POWER 


From week to week for three months past, 
Gazette has published the advertising of the Municipal 
League of Georgia. If any of our readers missed read- 
ing these, ‘they missed some powerful argument for 


the conservation of the water power of Georgia that | 


is now going to waste. 

It is urged that the state act in saving’this power 
for the people for two reasons: That it may be devel- 
oped many years earlier than would be possible if we 
await individual enterprise and to prevent the power 
falling into the hands of incorporate interests where 
it might be exploited for the benefit of those interests 
and not for the people’s good. 


‘The rapidly diminishing fuel supply shows that the | 


day is at hand when we must depend on harnessed 
water for light and power, and the time is not so remote 
when we may have to depend thereon for heat also. 
This power is now largely going to waste; to harness 
and conserve it for the benefit of the people is what 
the Municipal League of Georgia is urging upon the 
state. ; 

Cheaper light appeals to all, and, as a measure of 
economy, is greatly to be desired, but cheap light is 
not so necessary as cheap power, Where a manufac- 
turer in one town must pay a higher rate for electric 
power than the manufacturer in another town in the 
same territory, that manufacturer is handicapped at 
the start in business competition. Not enough atten- 
tion is paid by municipal organizations and commer- 
cial bodies to this question of cheap power. All look 
at the lights first, and with blinded eyes overlook the 
great question of power, on which the profits of the 
manufacturing concern in a measure depend. /Yet, 
when boards of trade~or chambers of commerce go 
out after new manufacturing concerns, one of the first 
questions they must answer is the cost of power. And 
the town with the lowest rate gets the,new business; 
other things being equal. 

Moultrie has a chance to get hydro-electric power, 
according to The Observer. Last fall a survey of Cor- 
dele was made with the possibility of supplying such 
power. We know of no survey at Tifton, but this town 
is no farther from the source of contemplated supply 
than either of the others, and it might be secured here. 
It is a vital proposition and one worth looking into. 


Aside from the commercial aspect, there is the indi- | 
vidual’s interest in cheaper current; or, more properly | 
speaking, in a sufficient supply of, current for use in | 


every home in the state—suburban. as well as urb4dn. 


Household servants are raidly going, and the predic- | 
tion is made that they will soon disappear. The wash- | 
ing machine, operated by electricity, the electric iron, | 
the electric sweeper, are taking the place of the domes- | 


tic servants, with an immense saving in cost and a 
more efficient and satisfactory service. With electric 
cooking devices, we may soon see electricity doing the 
housework, and the servant problem will be remem- 
bered as a nightmare that will return no more. But 


for these things to come, we must have cheaper cur- 


+ 
rent, for at present rates the average family can as 


little afford numerous electrical devices for the saving 
of labor as it can afford high-priced servants. 

On the farm, machinery is rapidly replacing unrelia- 
ble labor. But the -gasoline for the operation of this 
machinery is disappearing with other fuel. Soon the 
day will be here when stationary farm machinery must 
be operated by electricity if it is operated at all. Then 
the country home, tobe attractive and hold the boys 
and girls on the farm, must have the electric con- 
veniences that the urban home affords. So, we must 
have a sufficient supply of current to equip the farm, 
or we lose in production one of the most vital arteries 
of national life. | 

Some day we may see the water power convenient 
to Tifton, now considered worthless, harnessed into 
use, perhaps for two-thirds of the year, if not for the 
whole twelve months.

There is no possible way to get the water power of 
the state developed within any reasonable time unless 
the state does it. The power companies will not do it, 
and cannot do it. Furthermore, they will never sell it 
to the .public cheap enough for common uses to make 
it available. In order to use it for heating and cook- 
ing, it must be plentiful, it must be cheap and it must 
be transmitted to all parts of the state.

TO DEVELOP GEORGIA’S GREAT 
WATER POWER 


Amendments to the constitution proposed by the 
Municipal League of Georgia to “enable the state to 
develop its unlimited water power facilities, thus put- 
ting a stop to wastes of many millions annually, and 
put electric light and power in reach of the whole peo- 
ple at reasonable rates, have been introduced in both 
branches of the legislature, and this great fight in the 
interest of the commonwealth is now under way. . 

The purpose of one of the bills is to authorize the 
legislature to create a “‘Hydro-Electric Power Commis- 
sion,” such as the one which has made such a won- 


jerful success in developing the water powers of the. 


province of Ontario, which state, with fewer inhabi- 
tants than Georgia, now enjoys developed water pow- 


ers which were supplying 750,000 horsepower to the 


people, when all Georgia had only 230,000 \horsepower 
ieveloped. The companion bill will enable the munici- 
palities to finance their public. utilities and deal with 
the private corporations on an equal footing. 

At present the private corporations engaged in 
handling public utilities have the power to condemn 
private property and borrow unlimited sums of money 
necessary to handle their business, but the state and 
the municipalities are helpless to act without action on 
the part of the legislature. 

Georgia solons cannot afford to be indifferent to the 
situation. Much is expected of this body here. 

One can best appreciate the real meaning of the 
legislation to the state when he recalls the fact that 
Georgia has in her streams 2,152,850 undeveloped 
horsepower. This is equivalent to 21,522,850 tons of 
coal. Think of it! e 

At the present price of coal, this undeveloped water 
power is worth $215,228,850 per annum, or $95,228,850 
more than the value of $120,000,000 placed upon the 
annual output of oil in the great state of Texas. With 
the price. of coal mounting every day something must 
be done for the relief of our people, but if this were 
not true, it would be inexcusable to continue this an- 
nual waste.. The private corporations offer no hope. 
They appeal annually for an increase in rates, which 
are already inexcusably high, to continue to supply the 
pitiable amount of-power now developed by them and 
to add a little. The only way to meet the situation

seems to be that proposed by the Municipal League. 
Columbus’ mayor, along with one hundred others, in- 


cluding city attorneys and other city officials of Geor- 


gia, at their recent meeting in Atlanta, by a vote of 
92 to 2, determined to appeal to the legislature and 
state for this needed relief. And tzese people are rep- 
resenting the masses of Georgia, too. They ought to 
have every consideration on the part of the solons.
